ofrhe Papiſts, and barbarous inſultations of that 
bloudy and murdrous generation, And eſpecial- 
ly in yonder Country of Lancaſhire, and thoſe 
Northerne Parts z where he ſhooke the pillars of 
Popery more valiantly and ſuccesfully, than any 
theſe many ycares.

with full ſaike, and:proſperous winde, though ma- 
oy times againſt the ſecret murmure, and counter- 
| blaſtsevenof their own Conſciences, In a word, 

inthefe worſt times to have whatthey liſt, and do 
what they will + but alſo-lay about them with the 
fiſt of wickednefle, and ſcourge of tongues, ro 
trample if it were poſltble the lambes of 
Cunxrsr evctintothe duſt, with the fecte of 
maliceand pride, by a plaufible tyranny, and aide 
of the times iniquity ro keepe them. downe till, 
and till in diſgrace: hunting them continually 
with cruclty and hate like a Partridge in the 
mounraines, as the Phariſees did Cuntsy: I 
fay when we ſce this, ler us never betroubled and 
take offence: let us never be grieved or grow dil. 
Content or out of heart. Bur pitty them, pray for

» darknctle by the preaching of the Word , he pre- 


{cntly fers all the reſt upon him as ſo many dogged 
curres, Or rather furious wolves (for ſo our bletled 
Saviour makes the compariſon) upon a harmeleſle 
lambe; he whets (like ſharpe razors)allrhelying 
and lewd tongues in thetowae, and tips them-with 
the very fire of hell; ſo that they plead for pro. 
phanencile, prophaning the Sabbath, and many 
{1afull fooleries and vanitics-in all places-where 
they come. He makes thoſe who have a linle 
more wit, his cloſe factors and under-hand-dea- 
lers : forthat ſtands-notwith Satans policy, and 
the reputation of the worldly-wiſe, that them- 
{clves ſhould be. open actors inchildiſh vanities, 
and profcs'd enemiesto the Lawof Go Þ : they 
do him ſufficient ſervice by being ſecret patrons 
and protectors of impicty, counſellers and coun- 
renancers of the works of.darkneſſe: hefils the 
mouthes of the ignorant with flanderous com- 
plaintsand cries, that there wasneuer good world 
lince there was ſo much knowledge: that there 
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was nevermiore preaching, bur: neverlefſe'work- 


ing :: whereas (poore ſoules)they never yet knew 
* what graceor good work meant, or icarce good 
word ; -burtheir naughty tongues, and hatred 'to 
be reformed, aretrue cauſes why both the world 
and places where they live, are farreworſe. Thoſe 
tharare deſperately and notoriouſly naughe, he in- 
forces and inrages like mad dogs; ſotharrhey im- 
pudenely and apenly barke 'at, and wit their im- 


poy ſoned fangs furiouſly ſhnatcly at that Hurrleſſe 


hand which would heale and bind up their bleed- 
ing ſoules: they are like dogs barking ar the 
moaqne;;for, Go » s' Miniſters are ſtarres inthe 
right. hatd of Cu x x + 7, Bevel; 1. 16, If they 
would do them any deadly harme, they muſt 
poucke them thence, but let them take heed 


ow they be bold and buſiethar way, l<ſt arlaſt _ 


they rake abeare by the tooth, andawakea ſleep- 
ing lioh. | 

Thus you ſee what a ſtirrethe Devill keepes 
when he is like to be driven from his hold by the 
power of the Word: and how he playes the De- 
vill indeed, whea the light of the Golpell begins 
to ſhineina place which himſelfe hath uy kept 
indarkneſle anderrourby thoſe twofold ficnds, 
ignorance and prophancneſle.' Perhaps at the ve- 
ry firſt cifingofthat glorious ſun of the Word of 
life unto a people thar hath ſirin darkneſle and un- 
derthe ſhadow of death, itbreeds onely aſtoniſh. 
' mentandamazement, they are for awhile onely 
dazelled withthe glory and beauty of ſo rare and 
extraordinary a light, bur when after ſome little 
Oz - ſpace 
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ſpace they be thorawly beared, andir begin co 
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burne uptheir noyſome luſts, to gall cheir guitry 
conſciences, to ſling their carnall hearrs,' to vexe 
anddifquiettheir coverons affeions, then begs 
allthe ſire, and Saran to play his parts rhe ſhd- 
den infliction ota wound 15 nor ſo very painefull, 
and while ir is greeneir is not ſo grievous, but af- 
ter, when it comes to be ſcarchedincold bloud,to 
havetentsputintoit, and corrafivesapplied,: then 
itgoethtotheheare; Whenthe ſword of the Spi- 
rir firſt ſtrikes the-carnall heart, i may perh 
beare away the blow reaſonable wellz bur if 
Chirurgion of the ſoule, I meane the Miniſter of 
the Word follow hjs cure fauhfully, and openthe 
wound wider, as he ſees necd, apply fpirituallcor- 
rofives to cat away the ranknefle of the fleſh, and 
the poyſon of france, then begins the prophane - 
man (ifthe Lo « v give himnor:grace to ſuffer 
his ſoule to be ſaved) to rage and rave with the 
ſmarcof it, and perhaps with maliceand furyto 
fly into the face of his ſoules Phyſician.

Ciles; ye. er. ins the Devill roſtirinthe 
hearts and tongues of their prophanc ſervants: 
they begin to be fuciouſly impatient of ſuch 
Ci , ſtritnefſe, and reſtraines'( for ſo. 
wickedly and wrongfully: call che: plcaſurcs of

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grace and way to heaven) they can by no meanes 
digeſt ſuchnew faſhions :- they*l nor be'troublcd 
with giving account 'of Sermons they heare : 
they't haverheir recreation on the Sabbath, that 
they will : they'lnot be mew'd upat home, when 
other mens ſervants are at their ſports abroad, &c. 
Nay perhaps even their owne children-( except 
the Lor. v ſcaſonthem with the ſame grace ) may 
grow ſtubborne and refractory, and very rebcui- 
ous anddiſobedicnttorthe beſtthings : fothat in a 
holy ſenſe, Cxntsrs words may be there truly 
verified, cHatth.

3. Comeinto his family, examine theeſtate of 
his houſe, you ſhall ftndall things in good order, 
every affairc marſhalled and diſpoſcd-for the beſt 
advantage, a provident fore-caſt, and 'preſem 
proviſion of things neceflary for their bodies: E- 
very one bufic in their ſeveral] ngiepmong , and 
carefull in the workes of their.calling ; burſcarch 
alſointo the eſtate of their ſoules, what heavenly 
food is miniſtred for their ſpiritualllife , how the 
Sabbathis ſanRtified among them, how it ſtands 
with them for houſhold-inſtrutions and family- 
EXcTIciſes, &c, And (G op knowes) inthat rc- 
ard, that way there is no providence at all, no 
care, no conſcienceabout any ſuch matters, 

Walkealſo amongſt his husbandty : you ſhall 
find his arable carefully dunged, tilled and ſowne: 
his paſtures well mounded, bankt andtrencht; his 

trees -pruned , his gardens. weeded, his cattell

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watchfully rended : burinquireinto the ſpiricuall *

3+ Itisalſoſes/l/: for, it doth ſenſlefly pre- 
ferrethe pleaſures of ſenſe and pleaſing the appe- 
tiee, before the peace of conſcience and ſenſe of 
Gov s favour. It providesathouſand times bet- 
ter fora body of carth , which muſt ſhortly upon 
an unavoidable necefiity, feed the wormes , and 
turnets duſt, than for aprecious immortall foulc, 
the immediate iſſue of Govs almightineſle, and 
which can neverpoſſibly die: It doth with grea- 
rer ſweetneſſeandhold-faſt, reliſh; apprehend and 
enjoy the furious delights of ſome boſome-finne, 
which it hath in preſent purſuit, taſte and poſleſſ- 
on,than ſpirituallgraces, Gops favour, joy inthat 
bleſſed Spirit, and acrowne of life hereafter , for 
which it hath Go Þ s Word and Promiſe, if it 
would be wiſe ro ſalvation.

Sothat worldly wildome isin char ſenſe natu- 
rall : that it can neither reliſh. nor receive the 
things of the ſpirit : it cannot poſſibly conceive 
and comprehend the immediate mcanes and my- 
feries of ſalvation: leta man otherwiſe be never 
. ſofaire andcomely in body, never ſo proportio- 
aablc,perſonable, or goodly to look upon,and in 
theeye of others, yet if himſclfe want eyes (the 


. 
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inſtruments of light, he cannor poſlibly behold 
and gaze upon with delight the goodlineſle and 
lory ofthis great frame ofthe world about him: 
bh cannot ſec the brightneſle ofthe Sun, the beau- 
ty of the carth, and thedelightſome variety of the 
creatures: ſo a worldly-wile man, though he be 
never ſo gracefull for his other parts, never ſo ad: 
mirableto carnalleyes, or mightily magnifi:dby 
his flatterers orfavourites: yet wanting the ſaving 
ſight of Go s ſanCtifying Spirtr, and the eye of 
ſpirituall underſtanding,is ſtarke blind in ſpirituall 
matters, and cannot poſſibly behold the rich pa- 
radiſe of the kingdome ofgrace, the ſecrets of ſan- 
Gification,and the incomparable glory and excel:

2. Sith they depend on their owne policy , 
depths, and turning devices, G o Þ juſtly turnes 
them looſe to follow the ſwing of their carnall 
reaſon; and ſuffers them tolie and delight them- 
ſelves in the ſenſualmiſts,and ſelf-conceipted foo» 
leries and vanities of their own naturall wiſdome : 
while the Moone lookes directly upon the Sun, 
from whom ſhe borrowes her light, ſhe is brighe 
and beautifull, bur if ſhe once turne alide , and be 
leftro her ſelfe, ſhe loſes all her glory,and enjoyecs 
bur onely a ſhadow of light which is her owne: {o 
while men with humility and teachablenefle cturne

And 
yetTI will not heretrouble you, in relling how mi- 
ſerably and extremely ill thoſe who' be better 
dorneareordinarily educated. Alas, they arcroo 
often brought up inignorance,idleneſle, exceflive 
purſuic of {ports and vaine things: in drinking, 
_carnall looſeneſſe, riotous excelle, in ſenſuality, 
pride, prophanation of the Lox v s Day: In 
ſtrange faſhions, healthing, gaming,good-fcllow- 
ſhip : in frequenting Playes, thoſe grand im pon 
ſoners of many wo, gen mans. with uniyerſall, 
Proynenes unnaturall difloluteneſle, melting un- 

appily the vigour of their ſpirits into cffcminate- 
neſle, lightneſſe and luſt, And almoſt ever in a 
conſtant oppoſition tothe good way, the power 
of godlineſſe, and ſtritnefle of the Saints , who 
arethe ordinary objects of their greateſt diſtaſt,je. 
ſting ard ſcorne: and whercasthey(ofall orhers) 
have beſt meanes, largeſt maimenance, moſt time, 
capacity, and pregnancy ofwit, andother cncou- 
raging advantages whereby rhey'mighe become 
excellent ſchollers; ofeminent abilicies, proporrti- 
onable to their p_—_ inbirth ; yerfor want 
of aconſcionablecarein we - education, of _—_

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for godly and worthy Schoole-maſters, Turors, 
Teachers, Conſorts, Miniſters,and reſtraint from 
the corruptions of the times: and by reaſon of 
their perverting and empoyſoning by the forc= 
named youthful! aberrations, or, rather exorbi- 
tancies. They paſſe through thoſe famous nurce. 
rics of learningand law, without any materiall im- 
preſſionsof Academicall worth, or wiſfdome of 
State, Atlengthreturning many times unto rich 
inheritances, and faire eſtates, and then refleting 
vpontheir loſt time with late repentance, and fin- 
ding in themſelves neither any competent ſuffi- 
ciencies to ſerve their Countrey, or to little pur. 
pole, and very poorely; norany ſolid ſtocke of 
{ound learning for their working ſpirits to be ex- 
ercis'd in, and feed upon with contentment: they 
refolvedly languiſh and diflolve into idltencſfe and 
plcaſurcs , as though they were pur into the 
world, as. Leviathan into the ſea, to take their 
paſtime therein. Ando at laſt in reſpe& cither 
of perſonal} worth, or the publikegood, they 
become but unproficable burdens of the earth : 
and by their exemplary ill expence of time, if 
not farre baſer trickesz the very bane of the 
Countreys that bred'them, and great diſhonour 
tothe families that owne them. - For aſſure your 
{c]ves, to be well borne, and live like an humane 
beaſt, is a'\notorious blemiſh to a noble Houſe : 
andletneverany be ſovaine, asto brag of their 
birth , excepr they be new-borne: this honourof 
birth (faith Charrop) may light vpon a' vicious

Andthisitifariablencf{cinche abve- 
cous man begetscruelryarid oppreſſion of ®athiety, 
and perpetual want of contentmentandcotmfort in 
that he hath already. Sweetnes ofgainie makes him

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people. That is;firſt to weary them out with petty 
wrongs. and- extraordinary occaſions, to vexe 
them with new conditions, and unconſcionable 
encroachments: andatlaſt to wring their penſive 
foules from their waſted and: hunger-ſtarv'd bo. 
dics, with extremity of oppreſſhon, and cruelty of 
covetouſneſſe. And that which is a juſt curſe ups+ 
onthecovetous man; he is ever infinitely more 
rormented with the want of that which he doth 
:mmoderately and unneceſſarily deſire, than con» 
tentedand comforted withthe enjoyment of thoſe 
things he doth preſently poſlefle. The ambitious 
man , if he be diſgrac'd: and over-top'd by any 
grand oppoſite and counterfactioniſt, or derided 
and revil'd with baſer and inferiour contempr, or

Ahab,though he had al- 
ready in his handthe riches,glory,pleaſures, & ſo- 
veraignty ofa kingdome, yert after he had caſt his 
covetous eye upon poor Neboths vinyard w*Þ was 
near his palace,bis heart did more afflictand vexic 
ſelf with greedy longing for thar bit of earth;than 
the vaſt and ſpacious compaſle of a kingdome 
could counter-comfort. He could take no jay in - 
the beauty. ofacrowne, and largeneſle of his roy- 
all command, becauſchis poore neighbour would 
notdeprivehimſelfe and all his poſterity ofthe in- 
heritance of his fathers, which: his anceſtors had

Thirdly, If Preachers ſhould prefſe you to 
plant, and preſerve Family Duties 1n yaur houſe, 
Prayer,and reading.Scriptures,cvening,and mor- 
ning, Singing of Pſalmes,&c. and you of greateſt 
meancs may beſt ſparetime for ſuch bleſſed bufi- 
neſles. Would not your wiſedomes thinke this 
more thenneed: And thatit would bec a fooliſh 
thing, and much againſt your profit, to rob your 
ſelves, and ſervantsof ſo much time from your 
worldly affaires?

Fourthly, If you were moved by the Miniſtery, 
to-reſtore every- halfe penny that you have any 
waies, at afty time got wrongfully,or by any wic- 
ked meanes, or that youderaine unjuſtly fromany 
man: And then.caſting.youreye backe, and con- 
lidering, How youare grawne haftilyrich; and by 
what waics you are come to-:a-great deale of 
wealth, ſhould findevery foule workes : wonld 
younot force your ſelvesby aſtrong coumer-plea 
ofcarnallreaſon, notto beleeve the point, 'and 
thinke it extreame madnefſe ar:the inſtance, and 
prating of a preciſe companion, which underſtands 
notthe world (for ſo or inthe like manner would 


youſpeake). topart perbeps' wich agoodpart of

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your eſtate? And yer CAuftins Rule of above 
twelvehundreth yeares ſtanding, and confirmed 
concurrently by all Divines to this day, is, That 
Nentollitur peccatum niſireftituatur ablatum z No rc- 
ſtiturion,, no remiſſion. And our owne Church 
tels us in the ſccondexhortation before the Com-

Thus might Ipaſle through all the points © 
Sandification, a paſſages of holy life: And all 
the great men of the world, cither in Learning, 
Wealth, Nobility, or Wiſedome according ts 
the fleſh, would paſle theſe cenſures upon them, 
and entertaine conceits ofrhem proportienable to 
that of Nicodemw about the New-birth, They 
will notbecome fooles inthe Apoſtles ſenſe: And 
therefore they are ſoakr, and faſt fettered in the 
gall of birtterneſle, and bond of iniquity ;'andthat 
above ordinary. 

Thirdly, All yegreat ones of the worldiinthe 
ſcnſeI haveſaid, As yeeare very wiſe in your own 
conceits,andit may betruly ſo according to the fleſh, 
ſoyouare ſelfe-conceited, and ſoule-couſeners a- 
bout your ſpirituall ſtate. For yourhinkeall bet- 

tcr then you,too preciſe, and all worſe then y ou 
too prophane; and your ſelves onely to have hap. 
pily hic uponthe golden meane; and pirch upon 
thatwell-rempered moderationin Religion, wher- 
by you may enjoy remporal{happineſſe here, and 
eccrnall hercafter. Sleepe ina wholeskin (as they 


ſay) 
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ſay) and with a good conſcience :- Live the life” 
of pleaſures, and die the death of the righteous, 
Whereas to be ſoconceited, is the very comple- 
ment and perfection of folly :. And the very ſame 
atrempt as tomaketwo parallel lines to meet. You 
thinke yee havea reach beyond the Moone: To 
liein ſome ſweere finne, and yettonouriſhinyour 
ſelves ſome hope of ſalvation.' To have two hea. 
vens, one inthis world, andanother inthe world 
tocome, which was never heardof: to wearetwo 
crownes of joyes: whereas Ins vs Cunrsr 
himſelfe had the firſt ofthornes. Butalas ! Belo- 
ved, if you be ſaved in rhiscondition, you muſt 
have anew Scripture, and there muſt bee found 
out another way to heaven, then any ofthe Saints 
ever went ſince the Creation or ſhall doe to the 
end ofthe world.

Strive 18 enter #9 at lh 
gate; tay violenthands upon fiefhand bloud, fRiran-- 
Garland inthe Olympran -Gamies, to which the 
wotd ſemes-to allude, become fooles — |

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worlds ccnſure, that you may be wiſe inthe my- 
ſteryof Cux1sr, be little and vile in your own 
cſtecme, that you inay be great andgractous inthe 
cycs of God. In a word, ſubmit your ſoulesto 
the ſword of the Spirit, and fooliſhneilc of preach- 
ing, (as the Apoſtle cals it) that you may be 
wrought upon favingly, and broughtinto the good 
way, and that by fuch works,and waies as theſe. 
Upon which bcfere I enter, give-me leave to 
give youan account, why at thistimeI labour ra- 
ther to work upon your conſciences for your per- 
ſonall converſton,than as heretofore to tender un- 
to you counſels and conſiderations, for a more 
conſcienable deportment in your ſeverall-publike 
places. When I well weighed with my ſelfe, the 
truth of that principleand poſitionin Hooker, That 
:t isno peculiar conceipt , but amaiter of ſound conſe- 
quence,that all duties are by ſo much the better performs- 
ed, by how much the men are more religions, from whoſe 
abilities the ſame proceed - And finding by expert 
ence of allages, and moſt of all intheſe worſtand 
wofull times, that men of publike imployment 
andin high places, untill there be infuſed intotheir 
{oules by the Spiritofgracean internall ſuperna- 
turall principle and divine habit to worke by, un- 
till aliquid Curr (as they ſay ) be plantedin 
them by the power of the Miniſtry, they cannot 
poſlibly be univerſally thorow, and unſhaken. 
Some ſtrong affection, feare, favour, or ſome 
thing, will make them flic out and faile in ſome 
particular very fowlvy. Upon extraordinary 
temptation they will ſerve the times, and their 
OWNCc 
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owne turnes : for,alas! as yct theirſpirits are norſtee- 
led with that heavenly edge, and mighty vigour, asto 
{ct to their ſhoulders againſt the torrent of the times, 
and not to be overflowen with it, I ſay, upon this 
ground I have adviſedly choſen to aflay and follow 
this way atthis time: for, if once you turne onthe 
Lords {ide intruth, you are won for ever toanin- 
vincible conſtancy, and conſcionableneſſe inan uni. 
forme, regular and rcligious diſcharge of your pub- 
like duties; and willever hold faſt without partiality, 
cowardlinefle,or feare of mans face,that brave and no- 
ble reſolution, 1 fiat juititia, ruat celum, let heaven 
andearth be blundred together with horrible confuſt-. 
ſion, before I make ſhipwracke ofa good conſcience, 
Or be any waies drawne to do baſely, Being incorpo- 
rated into the rock of cternity Is svs Cynrsr bleſ< 
ſedforever, youwillſtand (like unmooveable rocks) 
againſtthe corruptions of the times, and all ungodly 
oppoſitions ; and never before. For", in the meane 
time (ſay Miniſters what they will) you will notbe 
movedz but you heare our diſcourſes of a faithfull 
diſcharge of your places, as ye would heare a very 
lovely ſong of one that hath a pleaſant voice; they 
leave no more impreſſion upon your conſciences, 
thana ſweet leſſon npon the Lute inthe care, when ir 
isended; for, thenboth the vocalland inſtrumentall 
ſweectneſle diſſolve into the aire, and vaniſh into no- 
thing : It istoo truly ſo with our Sermons upon your 
ſoules.Heare your character in Gop s own words un- 
to the Prophet, They come untothee, 4s — com- 
meth,end to ſis before me as my people,and they heave thy 
words,but they will not do them: forwith their month they 
ſhew much leve, but their hears goeth after their covetouſ-

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weſſe : andloe, thou artunto them, ax a very lovely ſong of 
one that hath apleaſant voice, and can play well on an in- 
ftrument : for, they heare thy words, but they do them not.

warc of bringing-more bloud vpon the Law by ſpa. 
ring the ſpiller of bloud, For blowd({aith Go b)jt deft- 
lcth the land; and the land cannot be cleanſed of the bloud 
that ts ſhed therein, butby the blond of bim that ow it: that 
they muſt not looke uponthe cauſes which come be- 
forc them onlythrough the ſpectacles of a favourite, 
Ec, andtell Iuftices of Peace, rhat they muſt betrue- 
hearted pacriots, and nor ſervers of themſelves, and
